K.C.  Star  recognizes 
Anniversary. 

The  Kansas  City  Star's  Saturday.  August  3 1 
religion  page  featured  a 6-column  story  about 
Avila's  75th  Anniversary  with  special  attention 
to  the  Septuaginta-Quinquennials  jubilee  Week 
activities  In  September 

"We  are  excited  about  the  opportunity  to 
invite  the  Kansas  City  community  to  share  in  this 
anniversary  year,  and  it  gives  us  an  opportunity 
to  share  what  the  college  has  contributed  to  the 
community."  said  Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  college 
president,  in  the  article.  "It  also  gives  us  an 
opportunity  to  express  appreciation  to  the 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  for  their  sponsorship  of  the 
college  for  the  past  75  years,"  he  said. 

The  feature  included  a brief  history  of  the 
college  and  plans  for  Jubilee  Week.  A Walk 
Through  History,  and  a spring  event.  It  also 
mentioned  Avila's  increase  in  full-time 
enrollment. 

Sister  Olive  Louise  Dallavis.  president 
emerita,  spoke  of  the  sisters'  contributions.  "We 
need  to  be  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  Avila  is 
here  today  because  of  the  spirit  these  sisters 
have  shown  since  they  came  from  France  and 
stepped  foot  on  American  soi  . " 

One  last  habit... 

On  Sunday.  September  22,  the  Kansas  City 
Star,  continued  its  coverage  of  Avila's 
Anniversary  with  photos  and  comments  by 
society  editor  Laura  Hockaday.  Alums  Pat  Cronin 
Hardin.  Bob  Hardin,  and  Julie  Waters  McManus 
were  shown  along  with  Sisters  de  La  Salle 
McKeon  and  Olive  Louise  Dallavis,  and  Board  of 
Trustees  chair  Tom  Zarda  and  his  wife  Mickey, 
enjoying  the  Jubilee  Week  kickoff  festivities. 

Hockaday's  write-up  included  an  interview 
with  Sister  de  La  Salle,  chair  of  the  75th 
Anniversary  Committee,  about  the  good  old 
days,  prompting  this  quote  about  the  post- 
Vatican  II  change  from  habits  to  suits.  “I  was  one 
of  the  last  to  break  down  (to  discard  the  habit)." 
she  told  Hockaday.  "The  nuns  usually  changed 
over  on  Sundays.  Everyone  would  watch  to  see 
who  would  be  next.  The  laundry  was  a lot  easier 
with  the  new  length." 

Ingram’s  enjoys 
the  name  game. 

The  October  Ingram  s devoted  nearly  an 
entire  page  of  it's  "Upfront”  section  to  the 
naming  of  Avila's  anniversary.  As  readers  of  the 
last  issue  of  Accent  will  recall,  the  search  for  the 
Latin  term  took  several  days  and  staff  members. 
Ingram  s told  pretty  much  the  whole  story, 
including  the  calls  to  the  New  York  Public  Library 
and  the  temptation  to  call  off  the  quest  just 
before  a local  Latin  instructor  came  to  the 
rescue.  The  piece  was  illustrated  with  a floral 
greeting  card  bearing  a salutation  even  Hallmark 
probably  hasn't  thought  of:  "On  your 
Septuaginta-Quinquennial..." 

Star  Magazine  captures 
Keegan’s  duality. 

The  October  1 3 Kansas  City  Star  Magazine  s 
Snapshot  column  used  "From  Babylonia  to 
tomorrow"  to  headline  a feature  on  Avila  art 
coordinator  Dan  Keegan.  The  lead  sentence  was 
no  less  dramatic  than  the  headline. 

"Dan  Keegan  is  an  artist  who  straddles  the 
centuries,"  wrote  Star  reporter  David  Goldstein. 
“One  moment  he's  shaping  a vase  at  a potter's 
wheel,  an  art  as  old  as  ancient  Babylonia.  The 
next  his  fingers  are  in  the  2 1st  century,  flying 
across  a computer  keyboard  to  create  a graphic 
design  for  a magazine." 


"I've  got  a split  personality."  joked  Keegan. 

The  article  discussed  Keegan's  interest  in 
merging  his  two  artistic  disciplines  and 
described  his  recent  attempt  at  just  that  by  using 
a Macintosh  computer  to  manipulate  a sketch 
into  the  correct  proportions  from  which  he 
would  later  create  a sculpture.  "It's  sort  of 
completing  the  loop  for  me,"  Keegan  told 
Goldstein.  “It's  the  first  time  I've  actually  seen 
the  two  ideas  come  together,  and  it's  opened 
up  new  possibilities." 

Keegan's  boyish  sensibilities  came  through 
when  asked  how  he  likes  working  in  two  diverse 
modes  of  artistic  expression.  “I  love  the  fact  that 
I've  got  one  foot  in  this  ancient  medium  and 
another  in  this  cutting-edge  technology."  he 
said.  “I  mean.  gee.  how  many  people  have  that 
opportunity?" 
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Kay  Jones  listens  intently  to  Glenn  Hanson 
during  her  interview.

Glenn  Hanson  of  WDAF  TV-4  News  did  a 
terrific  segment  on  Kay  Jones,  a nontraditional 
Avila  student,  for  his  regular  Wednesday  feature 
on  the  over  55  set  just  after  Labor  Day.

Mending  men’s  ways... 


Full-time  enrollment 
up  nearly  1 2 percent. 

Enrollment  figures  as  of  September  23,  1991 
showed  an  increase  of  60  full-time  students  over 
enrollment  figures  from  the  same  period  last  year. 

Total  full-time  enrollment  on  the  23rd  was  579, 
compared  to  516  on  September  26.  1990  - an 
increase  of  11.3  percent.  Total  on-campus 
enrollment  on  the  23rd  was  1 290. 

Residence  hall  students  numbered  1 50. 

Dr.  Larry  Kramer,  president,  attributed  the 
enrollment  increase  to  increased  community 
awareness  of  the  college  and  its  strengths,  the 
growing  impact  of  Avila's  6.500  local  alumni  in  the 
metropolitan  area,  and  the  attractiveness  of  Avila's 
programs,  services  and  financial  aid  programs. 

"We  ve  invested  substantial  resources  in  various 
academic  and  support  services  over  the  past  two  or 
three  years,"  he  said,  and  the  community  is  seeing 
the  pay-back  on  that  investment.  The  college  sees  it 
through  increased  enrollment,  and  the  students  see 
it  through  enhanced  instruction." 

Enrollment  at  Avila  College  looks  good  for  next 
year  as  well.  As  of  September  23rd  the  college 
admission  office  had  nearly  twice  as  many 
prospective  students  on  its  rolls  as  the  previous 
year. 


$13  million  impact. 

A recent  study  by  the  Kansas  City  Regional 
Council  for  Higher  Education  estimated  the 
total  economic  impact  of  Avila  College  on  the 
economy  of  the  Kansas  City  metropolitan  area 
in  1 988-89  to  be  more  than  $ 1 3 million. 

Nearly  50  percent  of  that  amount  - or  more 
than  $6  million  of  the  Kansas  City 
metropolitan  area  s economy  - was  a direct 
result  of  spending  by  Avila  College,  its 
students,  employees,  and  visitors. 

The  study  also  shows  that  Avila  College  and 
its  associated  business  volume  generated  554 
full-time  jobs  in  the  Kansas  City  metropolitan 
area.

Sirridge  leans  back  in  his  chair,  glancing  at  a jar 
on  his  filing  cabinet  marked  “warm  fuzzies,"  and 
describes  noticing  what  he  and  a colleague  call  a 
“crisis  of  relevance"  in 
many  of  his  male 
patient's  lives  several 
years  ago.  "Men  in 
their  30's  and  40's 
were  saying  is  what 
I've  strived  for  up  to 
this  time  worth- 
while?"' he  recalls. 

“We  were  also 
getting  a group  of 
men  in  their  late  40's 
and  50's  - they  have 
grown  sons  and  aren't 
speaking  to  them. 

They  have  terrible 
relationships."  he  says. 

Eventually,  those  ter- 
rible relationships  led 
Sirridge  to  co-author 
Like  Son ■ Like  Father  — Healing  the  Father-Son 
Wound  in  Men  s Lives,  with  fellow  psychologist  Dr 
Greg  Vogt. 

Sirridge  and  Vogt  are  self-described  "psycho- 
dynamic psychologists."  Their  premise  is  that  typical 
American  males  lack  good  male  role  models  as  well 
as  good  communication  between  the  males  of 
different  generations.  Consequently  a number  of 
men's  problems  stem  from  bad  relationships  with 
their  fathers. 

The  book  began  about  two  years  ago  when 
Sirridge  and  Vogt  collaborated  on  a series  of 
presentations  to  state  mental  health  associations  on 
the  psychological  dynamics  of  the  father-son  role 
They  were  encouraged  by  the  response  to  their 
workshops  and.  noting  the  lack  of  discussion  about 
men  in  traditional  psychology  literature,  decided  to 
put  their  thoughts  on  paper 


One  year  and  nearly  20  rejections  later.  Sirridge 
and  Vogt  sold  those  thoughts  to  Plenum  Publishers 
in  New  York.  It  released  Like  Son.  Like  Father 
nationwide  in  October.  In  Kansas  City,  it  is  available 
at  Borders  Book  Shop.  Bennett  Schneider.  Whistlers, 
and  The  Creative  Mind. 

The  aim  of  the  book  is  to  increase  men's 
understanding  of  the  importance  of  their  role  as 
models  to  their  sons  and  daughters. 

Sirridge  credits  the 
trend  in  the  so-called 
"men's  movement"  in 
helping  to  attract  a 
publisher. 

Although  he 
expects  men  to  buy 
the  book  in  search  of  a 
deeper  understanding 
of  themselves,  the 
biggest  audience  may 
be  women  trying  to 
understand  their 
fathers,  sons  and 
mates,  he  said. 

What  the  reader 
won't  find  are 
instructions  for 
stripping  away  macho 
masks  and  helping 
men  to  "get  in  touch  with  themselves."  said 
Sirridge.  It  isn't  necessary  for  a group  of  would-be 
sensitive  men  to  meet  in  sweat  lodges,  pound 
drums,  scream  primal  screams,  shed  tears  and  hug 
each  other  for  the  sake  of  "healing  the  wound.  " 

“That  may  be  fine  for  some,  but  not  everybody 
has  to  go  through  the  transformational  healing 
group  experiences."  said  Sirridge. 

Intergenerational  gender  gaps,  the  search  for  role 
models,  coming  to  grips  with  interpersonal 
romantic  relationships,  and  out-of-control  parenting, 
all  can  be  improved  by  examining  the  father-son 
relationship,  said  Sirridge. 

He  glances  from  his  desk  to  his  guest  seated  in 
one  of  the  office  s three  director's  chairs.  "Part  of  it 
had  to  do  with  my  own  personal  odyssey."  he  said, 
and  part  of  this  book  is  an  attempt  for  me  to  work 
through  some  of  that.  "

Diversity  is  basic  to  MBA  program. 


Editor's  note:  Professionals  continue  to  demand 
ways  to  further  their  education,  improve  their  skills, 
and  advance  their  careers.  As  the  economy 
struggles  to  find  its  feet,  jobseekers  and  their 
employed,  but  equally  security-conscious,  brethren 
are  looking  more  and  more  to  the  master's  in 
business  administration  degree  as  a way  offending 
off  the  unsettling  changes  they  fear  the  future  might 
toss  at  them,  and  as  a way  of  preparing  for  the 
occasional  but  choice  opportunity  it's  been  known 
to  lob  as  well.  For  readers  with  one  eye  on  an 
advanced  sheepskin,  Dr.  George  Smith,  director  of 
Avila  s MBA  program,  has  prepared  this  overview  of 
Avila's  offerings. 

By  the  end  of  the  current  academic  year,  the 
Avila  MBA  program  will  have  over  400  alumni. 

They  hold  significant  positions  in  almost  every  major 
organization  in  the  Kansas  City  area  and  many  are 
advancing  their  careers  in  such  distant  places  as 
Florida,  California,  and  Texas.  Numerous  overseas 
assignments  also  appear  on  the  resumes  of  some. 

The  program,  now  in  its  14th  year,  began  with 
approximate^  38  students  and  has  grown  steadily 
over  the  years  to  the  approximately  1 50  students 
currently  enrolled.  More  specifically,  during  the 
1991  Fall  Semester  146  students  are  participating 
directly  in  the  program,  with  16  additional  pre-MBA 


students  taking  foundational  courses  while  they 
await  the  results  of  the  Graduate  Management 
Admission  Test  so  they  may  be  re-evaluated  in 
relation  to  the  admission  criteria. 

Over  the  years  excellent  balance  has  been 
maintained  in  the  composition  of  the  persons 
participating  in  the  program.  Approximately  half  of 
them  have  undergraduate  degrees  in  business  and 
half  from  non-business  fields,  including  engineering, 
mathematics/sciences,  social  sciences,  education, 
nursing  and  the  humanities.  Classes  are  typically 
equally  divided  between  men  and  women. 

An  average  age  of  32  indicates  that  many  years 
of  organizational  experience  is  collected  in  each 
class.  Another  dimension  of  diversity  in  the  MBA 
student  body  results  from  the  fact  that  they 
represent  over  100  different  undergraduate 
institutions  and  about  a dozen  foreign  countries. 

Two  concentrations  were  offered  when  the 
program  was  initiated  in  1978 — general 
management  and  accounting.  In  response  to 
demand,  seven  additional  concentrations  have  been 
added  to  the  program  over  the  years,  including 
marketing,  finance,  management  information 
systems,  operations,  human  resources,  international 
business,  and  as  of  this  semester,  the  newest — 
health  care  administration.

Murphy's  Law  paid  a visit  to 
Avila's  75th  Anniversary  Walk 
Through  History  mailing 
More  than  10,000  invitations 
were  printed  and  mailing  lists 
were  compiled  to  spread  the 
word  about  the  December  8 
event.  The  printer  delivered 
the  job  on  time  to  the  mailing 
services  and  all  was  right  with 
the  world.  Until  labels  started 
dropping  like  flies. 

The  mail  shop  used  the 
wrong  adhesive  on  about 
8.000  labels.  While 
apparently  stuck  like  the 
proverbial  stamp  on  a letter 
when  they  came  off  the 
machine,  the  labels  started 
popping  their  corks  once  the 
not-so-sticky-stuff  was  dry. 
Unfortunately,  by  then  they 
were  riding  bareback  in  a 
letter  carrier's  bag.
